Method of {pending one’s Time agreeably 
is a Thing fo little fudied, that the 
common Amufement of our young 
Gentlemen (eipecially of fuch as are at 
a Diftance from thote of the firlt Breed- 

ing) is Drinking. This Way of Entertainment 
has Cuftom of its Side ;. but as much as_it has pre- 
vailed, I believe there have been very few Compa- 
nies that have been guilty of Excefs this Way, 
where there have not happened more Accidents 
which make againft them for the Continuance of 
it. It is very common that Events arife from a 
Debauch which are fatal, and always fuch as are 
difagreeable. With all a Man’s Reafon and good 
Senie about him, his Tongue is apt to utter Things 
out of meer Gaiety of Heart which a 
his beft Friends. Who then would truft himfelf to 
the Power of Wine, without faying: — againtt 
~ it, than that it raifes the Imagination, dnd epee 
the Judgment, Were there only this fingle Confi- 
deration, that we are lefs Mafters of our itlves 
when we drink in the leaft Proportion above the 
Exigencies of Thirft ; 1 fay, were this all that could 
be objected, it were fufficient to make us abhor 
this Vice. But we may go on to fay, that as he 
who drinks but a little is not Mafter ot himfelf, fo 
he who drinks much is a Slave to himfelf. As for 
my Part, 1 ever efteemed a Drunkard of all vicious 
Perfons the moft vicious: For if our Actions are to 
be weighed and confidered according to the Inten- 
tion of them, what can we think of him who puts 
himfelf into a Circunflance wherein ke can haye no 
Intention at all , but incapacitates himfelf for the Du- 
ties. and Offices of Life, by a Sufpenfion of all his Fa- 
culties. Jf a Man confidered,that he cannot under the 
Oppreffion of Dri ‘Re a Friend, a Gentleman, a 
Matter, or a SubjeGh;; that he has fo long banifhed 
himfelf from all thats dear, and given up all that is 
facred to him, he would even then think of a De- 
bauch with Horror: But when he looks ftill fur- 
ther, and acknowledges, that he is-not only ex- 
os out-of all the Relations of Life, but alto lia- 
le to offend againft them all, What Words can 
exprefs the Terror and Deteftation he would have 
of fuch a Condition ? And yet he owns all this of 
himfelf who tays he was drunk Jaft Night. 
AsThave all along perfifted in it,-that all the 
Vicious in general are ina State of Death, fol 


think I may add to the Non- Exiftence of Drunkards, 
that they died by theirown Hands. He is certain- 
ly as guilty of Suicide’who perifhes by a flow, as 
he that is difpatched by an immediate, Poifon. Tu 
my laft Lucubration I propofed the general Ufe of 
Water-grucl, and hinted, that ,it might not be 
amifs at this very Seafon: But as there are fome, 





whofe Cafes, in Regard to their Families, will not 
admit of Delay, 1 have ufed my Intere(t in feveral 
Wards of the City; that the wholefome Reftora- 
tive abovementioned may be given in Tavern Kit- 
chens to all the Morning’s Draught-Men within 
the Walls when they call for Wine before Noon. 
For a further Reftraint and Mark upon fuch Per- 
fons, [have given Orders, that in all the Offices 
where Policies are drawn upon Lives, it fhall be 
added to the Article which prohibits that the No- 
minee ‘fhould crofs the Sea, the Words, Provided 
alfo,That the abovementioned A. B. {hall not drink before 
Dinner during the Term mentioned in this Indenture, 

Jam not without Hopes but_by this Method I 
fhall bring fome unfizeable Friends of mine into 
Shape and Breath, as well as others who are languid 
and confirmptive into Health and Vigoer. Mott 
of the Self-Murderers whom I yet hinted at, are 
fuch as preferve a certain Regularity in taking their 
Poifon, and make it mix pretty well with their 
Food: But the moft confpicuous of thofe who 
deltroy themfelves, are fuch as in their Youth fall 
into this Sort of Debauchery, and contract a cer- 
tain Uneafinefs of Spirit, which is not to be di- 
verted but by Tippling as often as they can fall 
into Company in the Day, and conclude with 
downright Drunkennefs at Night. Thefe Gentle- 
men never know the Satisfaction of Youth, but 
skip the Years of Manhood, and are decrepid foon 
after they are of Age. 1 was Godfather to one of 
thefe old Feilows, He is now Three and Thirty, 
which is the Grand Climacterick of a young 
Drunkard. I went to vifit the crazy Wretch this 
Morning, with no other Purpofe but to rally him 
under the Pain and Uneafinefs of being fober. 

But as our Faults are double when they affect 
others befides dur felves, fo this Vice is ftilt more 
odious ina married than a fingle Man. He that is 
the Husband of a Woman of Honour, and comes 
Home overloaded with Wine, is ftill more con- 
temptible in Proportion to the Regard we have to’ 
the unhappy Confort of his Beftiality. The Ima- 
gination cannot fhape to its felf any Thing more 
monftrous and unnatural than the Familiarities be- 
tween Drunkennefs and Chaftity. The wretched 
Afrea, who is the Perfection of Beauty and Inno- 
cence, has long been thus condemned for Life. The 
Romantick Tales of Virgins devoted to the Jaws of 
Monitets have nothing in them fo terrible as the 
Gitt of Afrea to that Bacchanal. - 

The Reflection of {uch a Match as fpotlefs Inno- 
cence with abandoned Lewdnefs, is what puts this 
Vice in the worlt Figure it can bear with Regard 
to others; but when it is looked upon with Reipect 
oily to the Drunkard himielf it has Deformities 
enough to make it difagreeable, which may be 
fummed up ina Word, by allowing, that he who 
refigns his Reafon, is actually guilty of all that he 
is hiable to from the Want of Reaion. pone 
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P.S. Amons mony other Enormitics, there are
